Indwd. civilixalion to a synonym for 
the division of labor, of indnstrialtom, of the abandonment of the fields and 
primitive o<’eiipations, of the development of .cities. The great majority of men ‘ 
no longer sollcU the s<in for their provender. They produce material nnd 
moral values to exchange for tbe other values. Now, it is extremely delicate 
to measure values, to remain scruptilonsly csjuitable in exebnnage. From the 
moment when one no longer lives upon nature but upon men the transition 
from c«-oiK»ration to parasitism to terribly easy. 

My definition of crime as a parasitism of man nf»on man defines the phe¬ 
nomenon. I heliero, ex[dnins its origin and assigns Jt a place in psychology 
and the general biology of tbe Individual as well ns in sociology. 

Biologically, we ought to m.ake an altsolnte distinction l>etiveen a paasion* 
ate net injurious to another and a crime, properly speaking. Tbe passionate act 
'produces no personal advantage, while the criminal act committed in cold Woo*! 
has ns its sole object SOME ADVANTAGE TO THE PERPETR.^'.’XIR. 

The habitual criminal by debility is for me a minns habeas, 'hen a die* 
ea. 4 eil person. Dangerous, yes, hut diseased. Accidental, above all passionate, 
crime is n psychic storm, disastrous but inherent, slas! In human nature, to 
which we can but oppose the slow and constant efforts of cilncatlon. bavlny 
for its aim to change this nature as far as i>ossibIo hy developing onr force ov 
inhibition. Tbe veritable unpardonable crime, the typical case of the human 
parasite, is social exploitation, ffind the great remetly for this order of criminal* 
ity will be an organization of society which’ will render co-open^n perfect, 
which will permit no Indelicacies of et bftnge, (krevent tbe abuse offiihe lujierior* 
ity of the strong, and assure to tbe feeble the minimum of goods inoffipeussblo to 
existence. * 

The doctrine which tends to the re.alixation of this Ideal U called Roclallsm.

An arrest of development is the interruption of development at a point 
which to not the final point of evolution. The arrest may correspond to a 
station which at one time was a terminus, but is now become an intermediary 
point becauae it has been passed by tbe continuation of evolution. Or it may 
take place at a point which never bad been a final point Then it to not 
atavism bnt amorpbism.* For me criminal ia not an atavtomt but an ainor- 
pbtsm. The conception of primitive mao as a naive, nnconscions criminal can¬ 
not be defended. Tbe savage to evidently an impnlsive being, whose psychic ap¬ 
paratus to most rudimentary and who hence to tbe slave of his instincts, but he 
to in DO wise tbe anti social being that tbe criminal to by definition. On tbe con¬ 
trary, be to far more social than the civilized man, being less differentiated.''The 
savage to neither an indlvidualiat nor an anarchist. He is rigidly tradltionalui* 
tic and blindly anbject to the public opinion of his tribe. Tbe savage, then, is 
not a criminal. On the contrary, be is a being profoundly, saperstitionsly re¬ 
spectful of the cuatoma and habits obtaining in hia aarrouodings. It to not baz* 
ardons to venture the same estimation 0 tbe primitive mao. 

Tbe criminal is* anti-social. He respects no traditloos, snbmita to no pub¬ 
lic opinion save sometimes to those of other malefactors. Hence be to not 
a savage nor a primitive man In onr civilization. Hence crime to not an ata¬ 
vism. 

It remains to give my theory. CRIME I? HUMAN PARASITISM. This 
characterizes and defines It. Tbe natural, normal condition of existence for 
mao, as for all other species of animals, to to draw bto substotence from na¬ 
ture, not from hit own kind* 

As civilization advances and man Is distanced from his primiitve condi¬ 
tion production is differentiated and specialized. Men depend upon each other, 
thev live upon each other, the workers of tbe soil a little less, those de¬ 
tached from tbe soil a little more. But this is not parasitism. It Is ct^per- 
atioD, motnalism. It is the law of “giving giving.*' Parasitism commences 
only when In this coH>peratiTe society appear men WHO WISH TO TAKE 
WITHOUT GIVING, WHO SEIZE THE FRUIT OP ANOTHER’S LABOR 
without his consent and without compeusation, who treat others as If they were 
matter whence to draw sattofactlon for their needs and for tbe appetites of 
their entire nature. Tliose who fall into this parasitism are justly criminals.

THE VAJf Oy MUNICIPAL TRADING, 
We printed last week tbe teatimony of 
a London newspaper in diaproval of tbe 
claima that tbe capUaliat preas ia mak- 
ioK, that so>called municipal Socialism, 
where tried In auch citlea aa Glasgow, 
has prereo a failure. The capitalist press 
was wont to print occasional articles In 
praisr of such efforts aa Glasgow was 
making to improre its monicipal condi® 
tloDS, but tbe recent elections showed 
such a growth of Socialism that inatlnc* 
tirely the capitalist editors felt that 
hereafter anything smacking of Social¬ 
ism must be discredited. 

And this in spite of the fact that an 
accredited American writer, Hon. Bob* 
ert P. Porter, who was thought Impor¬ 
tant enough In 1800 to be glren the su- 
pezrislon of the United States gorern 
mont cenans, had but recently ottered an 
stinted praise of tbe municipal nndertak- 
ings of Tarious British cities, tbe which 
bad been given conaiderable publicity by 
tbe press. 

It now appears that tbe majority of the 
recent writers against municipal owner¬ 
ship have used the Londou Times as the 
source of their information, and as tbe 
Times has not hesitated at out and out 
untruth in making up ita case, it follows 
that the articles in tbe American dailies 
are all unreliable aa to the **facU*’ they 
triumphantly set forth. 

It appears from our London contempo¬ 
rary, Justice, that tbe Times ia not dis¬ 
interested in tbe matter, but that there 
are reasons for believing that it la 
prompted to its course by a certain rela 
tion which it bears to a modem business 
octopus known aa the British Electric 
Traction Company, ao that the Times’ 
professed solicitude for the small trader 
driven out of buaineu by the municl 
pallty ia a delusion, it being in reality 
palling chestnuts out of tbe fire for an 
electric railway trust. Jaatice charges 
the Times with seeking to “paralyse mu 
nicipal enterprise In England in the In- 
tert®ets of Piorpon*' Morgan & Co.” It 
seems that the octepua would like to it 
■elf make money oot of the street cars of 
Birmingham, the baCba and waah houses 
of Battersea and the street lighting of 
West Hsm! Ths. is the true inward 
ness of the Timet;* crusade—Just as ita 
recent war on trade unionism bad an Im* 
mediate purpose back of it. Both mu¬ 
nicipal ownership and trade unionism 
were in the way of tbe international 
finand ?rt and must be given a bad name 
and then driven from the field. 

In connection with tbe aubject of mn- 
nicipal ownership, Justice well observes: 
**We hare never for a single moment pre¬ 
tended that municipal enterprise was 
w'ithout iltw or biemlab. beyond criticism 
or above reproach. Neither have we 
lauded it as 'Municipal Socialism.’ On 
the'contrary, we have recognized Its de¬ 
fects and its limitations, and have freely 
criticised its failings. At the sama time 
we hare seen that It was an essential 
and INEVITABLE link in the chaiin of 
economic and social development, and 
that, however much the private trader 
who found himself squeezed oot by mu- 
nicipi^l enterprise might complain, be bad 
to go, and the only question to be deter¬ 
mined was whether bo should be squeezed 
out by public enterprise or tbe private 
monopolist.'’ 

While municipal ownership ta not So* 
cialism, It Is in tbe direction of oar goal 
and all Socialists who are not Utopian 
realize tbit full-fledged Socialism must 
come, aa with all historic changes, by 
progressive growth, by evolution. It is 
thus that Socialists favor municipal own¬ 
ership, where it Is a»ed to raise the 
standard of tiring of tbe employes con¬ 
cerned and to ezclude the private rapl- 
taliat frem maklug money oot of the cor* 


MUNICIPAL SOCIALIST ACnviTY .' 

The following ia sent the Herald by 
Comrade Simona of Chicago: 

At the Indianapolis convention it was 
decided that the national executive com¬ 
mittee be autboriaed to appoint a sub¬ 
committee on mnnicipal activity, this 
committee to have only advisory powers 
and to have aa one of its fonctions the 
formoiatioD of a mnnicipal programme 
for Baalist bodies. Almost esactly a 
year ago the national committee elected 
the foilowing comrades to serve umo 
this committee: Victor L. Berger, Job 
Usrriman, Emil Licss, John C. Chase, 
with tbe undersigned as temporary secre¬ 
tary. CommnnicstioD was at once 
opened between these- variona comrades 
and steps taken to carry out the will of 
the convention. Aa all the members of 
the committee were actively engaged in 
other work in connection with the Social¬ 
ist movement progress has been rather 
alow. 

From time to time the aasiatance -of 
outside comrades was requested and 
among those who have co-operated in the 
preparation of the programme up to the 
present time, and who are now acting aa 
members of the committee, are Com¬ 
rades Corinne Brown, Seymour Sted- 
man and Philip 8. Brown. Effort baa 
been made to keep in .communication 
with tbe people who have been elected 
to munidpil offices by the Socialiau in 
different parts of tbe country, and it la 
hoped that if any such who have not 
been written, see this that they will ad¬ 
dress tbe secretary at once, as their co¬ 
operation ia much desired. 

The “Suggested Lines of Social Mu¬ 
nicipal Activity'* which are given below 
are to be considered simply as a sum to¬ 
tal of tbe various suggestions that bav^ 
been thought worthy of consideration by 
one or more members of the committee. 
They were compiled after careful com¬ 
parison with a large number of munici¬ 
pal programmes in this country as well 
as those of the European Socialist par-i 
ties. Whatever may be said of Ita de-' 
fects or merits, it is probably tbe most 
complete outline of municipal activity, 
yet gathered together and should furnish 
material for intelligent discussion. It is 
probably not approved of as a whole, 
by any single member of tbe committei*, 
and still less Is it to bo considered a 
special recommendation of the commit¬ 
tee, and, least of all, does it partake of, 
tbe character of a proposed platform for 
Socialist municipal bodies. Such plat¬ 
forms may evolve from it in the future, 
and it is bone<l that it will be of assis* 
tance in the formation of such platforms 
In various cities. 

So far as I am personally concerned. 

I am of the opinion that n muuieipnl 
platform could Ike best made up of a 
plain revolutionary demand for the over¬ 
throw of class rule and a statement of 
tbe need of tbe application of collei-tivlst 
principles in muiiicipal activity. This 
would constitute the platform proper and 
wonld he about the length of those now 
ordinarily adopted. In addition to this 
an elalKimte programme of probable ac¬ 
tion could be prepnre<l hafk®d U|K)|| the 
suggestions given herewith. This should 
be accompanied by nn explonatioii that 
would need to be a rather extensive dm*- 
iiment, discussing and explalniug the va¬ 
rious provisions adapti^l to local nei-ds 
and show how these form a part of a 
complete revolutionary programme. This 
was tbe |»osition which 1 took at the 
Indianapolis convention with regnr<l to 
our national nlatfomi, and I have, ns 
yet, scon no reason th change niy mind. 
I say this, because there ia |>ersistent 
misrepreKentation of tbe attitude taken 
by those who oppose “immediate de¬ 
mands*’ in the form in which they now 
appear in tbe majority of our platforms. 

But whatever rise may l>c said there 
is urgent ueeil of further intelligent dis¬ 
cussion of So('inlist and municipal affairs 
in this country. It is certain that a large 
number of Socialists will !>« elected to 
municipal (sisitions within the next few 
months. At the present time there is no 
general idea of what the Socialist posi¬ 
tion is on muuiciiwl affairs. There is 
great diversity of attitude on what are 
really fundamental principles. 1 am not 
one of those who believe that munici|Nii 
action can be reduced to anything like 
complete uniformity throughout a coun¬ 
try presenting as diverse characteristics 
as does the United States. But there are 
certain principles and lines of action 
which apply everywhere, and these 
should be worked out. It seems to me 
that in this connection the Belgians offer 
us tbe most valuatde example. The Bel¬ 
gian Socialists have organized a I.,eague 
of Municipal Councilers with Comrade 
Emil Vinck as its secretary. They bold 
regular conventions and have evolved 
considerable literature on the various 
questions arising. It would seem possi¬ 
ble that something of this character 
might grow out of our present commit¬ 
tee. Such a tkody has absolutely no au¬ 
thority to enforce its dedsioos save wbnt 
comes from tbe better knowledge which 
it ia able to bring to bear on tbe ques¬ 
tions. It affords an opportnnity for 
the exchange of ideas and the accumnla- 
tion of information on subjects which 
are of the greatest Importance.

HOW THE PRESENT SYSTEM "PREVENTS" CRIME. 

Mayor Jouea aaya that nearly all the prisooera in the penitentiary at Colum- 
bur, 0.y are there l^ause they are poor. 

Tbe Crimea for which they are commuted are in nearly every case the crimes 
■uperinducetl by poverty. -x 

In Jackson, Kentucky, tbe Boston Traveler says, there have been 33C mur¬ 
ders in eight months. 

All law is professed to be for the protection of life and property:—life and 
property; life Is commonly bct down fiist, as If it were tlit more iuii>ortant. 

But it is not. 

If life were more important than property the Kentucky militia .would be 
out patrolling tbe streets of Jackson. 

In Jackson they hare bi'eu killing people at tbt rate of forty-two a mouth- 
one every day, and three or four on 8un*lay. The common course of the local 
law is tbe only power invoked against tbe slayers. No one has suggested the ne¬ 
cessity of martial law. 

But if a man were to throw a brick at a street cur tbert* would be a screi m 
for tbe militia. 

In tbe anthracite coal rejgions there was not ns much violence in the five 
months of the strike as trauspirtrs any ideasant evening on South Clark street 
io Chicago. Yet the entire militia of the stare of Feniisylvaniu was calleil out. 
and appeals were made to T. Uoosevelt for tbe fe<lerai army. 

Under such conditions the worker w*bo cannot stH* whut (he militia is for is 
dense indeed. 

If the law- cared a picayune for human life it ronld not have endured tbe 
spectacle of irjO.OOO men and their families deprivetl for five months of the 
chance to earn a living—for this, itself, is life. 

If law- were really for the protection of life, it would never lie discrovered 
bulw’arkiug monopoly which prevents men from living. 

The law today is^r the classes to use against the masses. It is to keep the 
people in order while they are tielng n»bl>ed. 

One cold night last winter a umn went into the police station at Tote^Io and 
wanted to be locked un to keep him from isc'ezing. The desk sergeaDt said: 
“I have no authority to lodge you here to lock you up. This is a police station, 
where men are det^ne^l who have t'ommitte<l crimes or mimlemeaiiorH. I cannot 
lock yon up except for cause." 

The man went out into the cold again and walketl d<iwn the street. When he 
got in front of one of the lan^e shops be looked alsnit to make sure there w-as a 
polict'inan in sight and then picked up a irnriug block and smashed a plateglass 
window*. 

So he got his lodging. 

It is a great system. 

If tbe law w.*is made for human life they w-oiild have taken (he man In at the 
station to save bis life, to keep him from freezing. But the only w*ay be could 
interest society in bis welfare was to attack private pnqjerty. 

If the people really used their minds they could kcc the sophistry that Inrks 
in this cry for the protwtlou of “life 
and property." They would see that to¬ 
day life and property are ot>|H)Hed in 
deadly contliet and that the whole ar¬ 
mory of tbe law- is on tbe side of prop¬ 
erty.

The SodslUU* coDtention that the 
trust is the oatorsl outgrowth of the bo- 
cial tnd economic development is mag¬ 
nificently illustrated in the testimony of 
Mr. James J. UiU, given in the Northern 
Seenrities case. This may .be found io 
the St. Paul Pioneer Presa of October 21 
and is an iDvaloable document for stu- 
deoti of economic development. Mr. Util 
abowa bow it was necesaair in building 
the Great Northern to consider the mat¬ 
ter of the traffic to be carried, and after 
the road was finished to build up a trafr 
fic that should uot travel all in one direc¬ 
tion. He said that tbe natural basisv of 
freight busineM from the West at first 
was the great lumber supply there, cou¬ 
pled with tbe approaching shortage of 
lumber io the central states. At first the 
weet-boond traffic furnished eon for the 
lumber trade, so that the cars could be 
loaded both ways, and thua make possi¬ 
ble a cheap lumber rate. But the lum¬ 
ber busineea grew so rapidly that more 
west-bound businefli must be found to 
furnish cars. This led to tbe extension 
of the connections of the Great Northern 
Company into tbe Orient. This resulted 
fiiTt in a shipment of steel rails from 
Joliet to Jopan, which opened the way

THE PLIGHT OF THE PROLETARIAT. 


By Prof. Werner Sombort of the I’ni-j 
veraity of Breslau, Genaaii.v. 

The exialenoe of the capitalistic sys¬ 
tem of production is the neceesary (*on* 
ditiou for that class which is the sup¬ 
porter of tbe modern socialistic niove- 
meui—the proletariat (properiy-lcssclass.) 
The .proletariat follows the capitalistic 
form of pn>daction as its shadow. This 
Kchenle of production cannot exist otlier- 
wise. onnuot develop otherwise than 
uiiuer the condiriou that, subject to 
tbe command of individuals, troujts of 
VoasQssionlesM workers are herded in 
great undertakings. It has as a nei-es- 
sary prcKiippoKitiou the rending of ull 
society into two cIushch: (1) The own¬ 
ers of the means of production, and (2) 
the personal factors in production. Thus 
the existence of capitalism is the neces¬ 
sary prelimiuary condition of the pr<e 
leturiut, and so of the modern social 
movement. But how siamls it with the 
proletariat? What are tbe conditions un¬ 
der which the working cIhnh lives? And 
how has it come to itass that out of 
these conditions those particular tend¬ 
encies and demands have arisen which, 
as we shall fi:id. have come out of'this 
proletariat? rsuHlIy, when one is 
ask(*d <*on<*erning the clmracterislics of 
the moilern proletariat, the first answer 
is—the great misery in which !h<* masses 
are sunk. That may pass with some 
quHliriration; only it is not to be for¬ 
gotten that misery is not specially roii- 
fine<l (o the mfslern iiroletarinl. Thus 
how miserable is the <*ondition of the

Significant Opposition. 

Vice President Haves said an attempt 
was being made to divert the wage earn¬ 
er’s attention to something that was not 
opportune. No matter what the conven¬ 
tion did the people would vote lo please 
themselves. President Gompers uow 
threw the weight of his personal and of¬ 
ficial inflnence against the Hocialistic 
proposal. He said: 

“As a matter of fact, th'. trade union 
form of organization ia the historic and 
nutnral form of assi*ciated effort of the 
working classes. The nearer and closer 
we hew to the line of trade unionism, ex¬ 
ercising the functions us trade unions, 
the more direct and successful wdll be 
the progress of our movement. I heard 
Delegate Berger on the floor of the con¬ 
vention say that if you elected ^x itocial- 
Ist congressmen in the Uuit^ States you 
will have verv many changes. 1 respect¬ 
fully call Delegate Berger’s attention to 
the fact that in the German Parliament 
thero are nearly a bnndred t^iaJUts, 
and there w*e find the most backward of 
all Kurom^an countries in the interest of 
labor. The man who is held np to typify 
Sociniism, Karl Marx, there is not a So¬ 
cialist that can find in all his utterances 
one word for a co-operative common- 
w'eallh. During hU life he wrote not 
only his work ‘Des Capitale,’ but he 
wrote a numln'r of other works, but in 
one «f thi-m, replying to Pnidboii. he de¬ 
nounced the Socialists ns the worst ene¬ 
mies of the laboring classes. I know that 
the Socialists have taken that pamphlet 
and made a foot note on it, and said that 
Karl .Marx, in writing that, did not have 
the Socialists of today in mind, but I call 
the attention of the gentleman who made 
that foot note that the foot note was 
made when KnrI .Marx w.ms dead, not 
when he was alive, when he would have 
had an opportunity of repudiating those 
who wrant^ to expurgate the statement 
that he made.’’ 

The roll call was then ordered. An at¬ 
tempt was made by Delegate Tracey to 
vole the cigar makers ns a body against 
the Socialistic resolution, but Delegate 
Mahlon Barnes succeeded in getting bis 
name on record in the affirmative.
